VIOLENT SHOWS, TOYS SHOULD BE A 
CONCERN TO PARENTS 


QUESTION: I’m concerned about the violent content of ; 
some children’s cartoon shows and the toys and other products. 
connected with them. My husband thinks they’re harmless. 


What’s your point of view? 


DR. DOBSON: I share your misgivings. There’s a trend to-: 
ward a brand of violence in some of today’s cartoons and toys : 
that I see as a dangerous departure from the more traditional 
combat-type games in which boys have always engaged. For 
one thing, the characters tend to be adults involved in adult 
activities, some of which are highly questionable. I don't feel 
that they are appropriate role models for impressionable 
young children. In addition, there’s an occult or New Age fla-_. 
vor to many of these programs and products. The settings are - 
mythical or futuristic, and the action often revolves around su- 
perstition, sorcery and magic. For these reasons they concern ° 
me for spiritual as well as psychological reasons. : 


The electronic media has incredible power to “sell” these :°

dubious heroes and their exploits to our children. Studies have: 
measured actual physiological changes that occur when kids 
are watching a violent television program or movie: The pulse - 
rate quickens, the eyes dilate, the hands sweat, the mouth goes * 
dry, and breathing accelerates.

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DNR seeks input about 
future of state campgrounds. 


In preparation for the possible closure of more state for- 
est campgrounds due to budget cuts in the Department of 
Natural Resources’ Fiscal Year 2010 budget, the department 
announced this week it is séeking public input to identify ° 
‘which campgrounds should be considered me closure or man- 
agement by others. 

State forest campgrounds are within state forest lands in 
Michigan, and are not state parks. State forest campgrounds 
offer a more rustic setting for primarily tent camping. Basic 
campsites are $15 per night or as posted at the campground 
information stations. State forest campgrounds are not staffed 
and are not a part of the DNR’s online reservation system. 

Currently, the DNR manages 145 state forest camp- 
grounds, though 12 were closed.earlier this year due to budget 
cuts. Historically, the state forest recreation program, includ- 
ing the campgrounds, received General Fund support in the — 
state budget, but has seen a steady dwindling of those funds 
due to budget cuts. 

“We anticipate we will receive further General Fund re- ~ 
ductions in the 2010 state budget,” said Lynne Boyd, chief of 
the DNR’s Forest, Mineral and Fire Management Division. 
“With’ those cuts, we will not be able to sustain the state forest 
campground system at its current level” 


A questionnaire has been posted on the DNR Web s site at 


www.michigan.gov/dnr. This questionnaire will provide feed- 
back on the importance of six criteria that DNR officials have 
identified, and three additional criteria that the respondent 
can suggest for use in evaluating campgrounds and cabins for 
closure or management by others. The questionnaire may be 

_ filled out and returned via e-mail to DNR- 
RTS@michigan.gov, or by U.S. mail to DNR-Forest, Mineral 
and Fire Management, P.O. Box 30452, Lansing; Michigan _ 
48909-7952. It is requested that only one response per indi- 
vidual be submitted. All responses must be in the hands of 
DNR officials by close of business, Sept. 14, 2009, in order to 
be included in the evaluation process.

DNR Web site to help citizens understand the issues that im- 
pact this decision. The first PowerPoint presentation will pro- 
vide background information on the state forest campground 
' program including why campgrounds were first developed, 
how they are managed; and an explanation of how past 
budget shortfalls have been addressed. The second Power- 
Point presentation will detail the specifics of each of the six 
criteria. 
All information gathered from this input will be com- 
piled and reviewed for any new criteria that should be in- 
cluded in the final decision-making process. This input will 
also help define the ranking of each criteria used. Results will 
be announced once the process is complete and the fiscal year 
ae budget is approves i the Legislature and Governor.

DNR FISH REPORT: 


Lake trout fishing has been good 


~ Use of colored spoons in top half of water 
has been effective 


Anglers in the northern Lower Peninsula have had s success 


going after lake trout, pulling in a number in the 6-8 pound 
range. Fishing the top half of the water using yellow, green or sil- 
ver spoons has been effective. Fishing for salmon is still hit and 
miss, though, depending on the area. The salmon fishing has 
been better in the Presque Isle and Rogers City area than around 
Charlevoix. 

Presque Isle - Some nice chinook and lake trout have been 


taken in 60 to 95 feet of water fishing the top half of the water col- - 


"umn using spoons. Good colors were yellow, green and silver, 
blue and silver, green yellowtail and white. An occasional walleye, 
coho and steelhead have. also been caught. 


' Higgins Lake - was producing good numbers of perch using 


perch minnows and wax worms. Those trolling for lake trout 
were using body baits or rapalas. Some small moyth bass were 


caught on leeches and crawlers. ee anglers \ were catching smelt 


using wax worms. 
- Houghton Lake - Angas’ were still catching walleye, bass 
and pike along the weed beds in 6 to 8 feet of water.

It a huge inconvenience, and is basically the rea- 
son the film has earned its PG-13 rating (there are a few 
sexually oriented scenes that also have some brief, rear nu- 
dity). 

Overall, this film may lean a bit toward the “chick flick”
